Washington, January 20.— 
Mine Rescue Oar No. 3, of the 
United Stttea Bureau of Minet, 
in charge of Foreman Miner O 
T. Powell and a crew of trained 
tnen, will reach Nortonville. Ky. 
on Jan. 28, on its itinerary thro 
Kentucky. The car will be on 
exhibition every day from 0 :00 
am. to 5:00 pm. until Jan. 81, 
and free lectures will be given 
miners on safe methods of min- 
ing, the nae of safety lamps end 
rescue apparatus, and mine (ras- 
es. On February 1, the oar will 
come to this city, to remain un- 
til February 14, after which date 
it la to proceed to Madisonville, 
Ky., to remain until Feb. 28. 
From March I, to March 7, in- 
clusive, the car will be at Mor- 
ganfield, Ky. 

This mine-rescue car it one of 
eight now in use by the Bureau 
of Mines for training miners in 
first aid and rescue methods and 
the nae of oxygen-breathing ap- 
oaratos. Each car baa a crew 
hat includes two- experienced 
miners, a mining engineer in 
charge, md a mine surgeon, and 
is equipped with the latest rat- 
cue a«d first aid apparatus and 
supplies. At a moment's notice 
the .car is readv- to proceed to the 
scene of a disaster, where the 
bureau m^n place tnemselves 
under the direction of the state 
mining inspectors and mine offi- 
cials to do everything possible to 
assist or save miners who msy 
have been injured or entombed. 

The saving of human life and 
lessening the sufferings of in- 
jured miners are the central fea- 
tures of the bureau's wory. 

Miuers are shown how to use 
tescne apparatus, and how to 
take care of no injured comrade. 
The lectures are illustrated by 
lantern slides and moving pic- 
tures which show good aud bad 
methods of mining aud bow many 
accidents are easily prevented. 
These lectures are given in the 
car when a suitable meeting 
plaoe canuot be procured else- 
where, but lantern slides and 
moving pictures ctnnot be shown 
in the car. 
Each car carries oxygen-breath- 
g apparatus, a supply of oxy- 
n in cyliuders, safety lamps, 
eld telephone with 2,000 feet 
f wire, a collapsible steel mine 
age, an apparatus for reviving 
iners who have been gassed, 
d the charts, splints and ban- 
apes for demonstrating first-aid 
methods. Some of the training 
with re»cue upparatus will be in 
side the m in -, alto in smoke and 
fumes, so that wearers will un- 
derstand ilia value of the appar- 
atus aud how to use it. A miuer 
wearing the apparatus can enter 
a mine immediately after an ex 
plosion, and work in smoke and 
black damp for two hours. 

Many thousand miners have 
been trained in the use of this 
tesoue app i' iti in at the Bureau 
of Mm c.i- and statiou*. It 
ii hoped ti. it in the uear future 
every miner in this country will 
hs*f a woikuiK knowledge of the 
atut. aud that every mine 
I. iv • equipment ready for 
|u case of emergency. Many
